THE TULIP. 

History. 

The tulip is an iconic symbol of Holland, probably only to be topped by the windmill or the clog. 
You certainly can’t get more Dutch than the tulip. Or can you? 

We will let you in on a little secret. The precious symbol of the Netherlands is not really Dutch at 
all! The colourful presence of the tulip is owed to the Ottoman Empire by way of trade and a 
Flemish botanist, who discovered that the hardy flowers thrived in the harsh climate of the 
lowlands. Although not their own, the Dutch took to the tulip, and the flower trade in general, like 
bees to honey. 

Dutch flower exports now makes up a €5 billion industry and chances are, the tulips you find in 
your local florist shop, were in fact bom and bred on Dutch soil! 

Tulips and the Dutch have an illustrious and chequered past, a love-hate relationship of sorts and 
one good enough for the history books. 

Boom and Bust. 

Although incomprehensible, at the height of their Golden Age popularity, just 
one bulb could fetch 10 times the annual salary of a skilled worker, or as much 
as a gabled canal house. 

The Dutch were simply mad about those little bulbs! So mad in fact, that in 
1637, their over-the-top enthusiasm for the flowers, triggered a massive 
speculative frenzy and the tulip market took an enormous dive. Many a Dutch 
investor lost their entire fortune in tulip mania! 

Depending on size, bulbs, like the Viceroy, (picture on the right) cost between 
3,000 and 4,150 guilders (florins) or lOx the annual wage of a skilled

Editorial. 

In June Neerlandia will celebrate its 50th Birthday with 
a Sponsored Anniversary Lunch at the RDC. 

How did it all start 50 years ago!!! 

Early in 1969 a series of meetings were held, 
chaired by representatives of the Dutch Consulate and 
attended by representatives of all the 10 Dutch Clubs/ 
Organisations in Perth. The first agreement made was to 
work closer together and produce a communal monthly 
Magazine. The Editors were Henk & Adrie van der 
Worm. 

Then on 20 May 1969, the formation of a Federation of 
all the Dutch Clubs in Perth, with the intend to establish 
a Clubhouse in Perth for the Dutch Community, was 
discussed and that got the tick of approval as well, but 
that needed approval of all the Members of the 
participating Clubs. 

And at a subsequent meeting held on the 24th of June 
1969, the name “Dutch Society Neerlandia Inc” was 
offered up freely by the Thursday Night Klaverjas Club 
and accepted enthusiastically by all present. 

At the same time an Interim Committee was formed, 
consisting of Chair; the late Nico Feddema, Secretary; 
Piet Leeflang and Treasurer; the late Karel Nissen. This 
Interim Committee lead the Federation of Clubs until 
the September AGM, when a full Committee was 
elected. 

The rest is history. The Committee offered its then 1200 
members an opportunity to buy $100.00 Debentures and 
$1.00 Building Bricks. 

Very soon the Neerlandia Club had saved a 
considerable amount of money and by the end 1971 they 
had raised enough funds to pay the required deposit for 
the purchase and upgrading of the Clubhouse in 
Cambridge Street, Wembley.

900,000 Nederfanders gebruiken geen 
internet. 

Van de mensen boven de 12 jaar in 
Nederland zegt 6 procent nooit internet te 
gebruiken. Dat zijn ongeveer 886.000 
mensen, meld het Centraal Bureau voor 
de Statistiek. 

In 2012 gaf nog 10 procent van de 
mensen aan geen internet te gebruiken.

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Joure - the Friesian Clock Makers Town 




Joure is a Town in the Northern Dutch Province of 
* * ♦ • , Friesland. With 13,000 inhabitants, it is the largest 
Town in the municipality of De Friese Meren. 

History: 

Joure used to be a settlement adjoining a Village 
called Westermeer, but it soon grew bigger than 

_ Westermeer. The main reason was Joure's easy 

The Flag and Coat of Arms of Joure. accessibility to waterways, which allowed national 

and international trade to flourish. 

Around in 1950, the name "Westermeer" was erased from the map and only Joure remained. 
Until then, Joure was just a small-scale Village, consisting of few streets and waterways. 
However, from then on it started expanding, mainly due to industrial development. 

The Town has been renowned since the 18th 
century for the manufacture of traditional 
Frisian clocks ('stoelklokken' and 
'staartklokken'j.This was purely a home- 
industry, aided by the presence of a local 
copper-melting facility. As of today, a handful 
of skilled tradesmen continue to manufacture 
these clocks. 

In 1753 Egbert Douwes founded a company 
selling colonial goods in Joure. Starting in a 


Frisian Clocks. 


small store, this venture really began to 
evolve into an industrial giant during the 
1930-1950's. Family heirs renamed the 
company “Douwe Egberts” and turned it in 
a world imperium, mainly focusing on 
coffee, tea and tobacco. As of today, many 
people in this Town still have work related 
to DE, even though its headquarters moved 
to the city of Utrecht decades ago. Further 
The original shopfront of the very first DE Shop, typical industries that helped Joure grow are 

those related to the furniture and graphics sectors. 

Tourism: 

Tourism has always been important and Joure offers a wide variety of uniquely typical 
Frisian attractions of historical, cultural and recreational significance. Its central location as 
well as its sound transportation system make a visit easy. 

There are two restored windmills in Joure, De Groene Molen and Penninga's Molen.

The Joure Museum: 

The ground floor in the ‘Museum Joure’ is dedicated to the 
coffee, tea and tobacco trade. In the Museum shop, ”De 
Witte Os," (the White Ox) coffee, tea and sweets are sold 
in old-fashioned packaging materials. However, ‘Museum 
Joure’ has more to offer than coffee alone. For instance, 
the Museum owns an original clockmaker’s shop, a gold 
smithery and a silver smithery. As long the place exist, 
there have been clockmakers, goldsmiths and silversmiths 
in Joure. The Museum is full of interactive displays for young and old. 

Attractions: 

Joure is also known by numerous events such as the Flowers market on King’s Day, a 
Vintage Car Event, a very large Frisian Balloon Festival, an old-fashioned Boerenbruiloft (a 
traditional Peasant’s Wedding), World Championship Solex Races (on a Saturday in 
September) and the Markets in the summer. A walk through Joure to see its historic 
buildings is also worth taking. 

The extensive waterways around the Town of Joure also call to be explored.
